Bourbon Injustice. 

It is the fortune of the CourzerR-JOuR- 
NAL to be constantly, persistently and will- 
fully misrepresented by its Bourbon ene- 
mies, of which it has somehow or other 
contrived to pick up several. Even the 
Celebrated Paragraphist of the Atlanta 
Sun, who is one of the very last from

Itahan monarchy. The latter are said to 
be in the majority, although their number 
ig not sufficient to elect their candidate in 
case of the demise of the present sovereign 
pontiff. In consequence of this probable 
discord in the conclave of cardinals, a good 
many of the head men of the. charelt fear 
that the Italian Government will seize the 
occasion to fish in the troubled..waters, 
and by interfering secure a very great in- 
fluence in the affairs of the church. 

In order to avoid this difficulty most of 
the Apostolic College, in a body, waited, 
a short time ago, on the Pope, and urged 
him to give his consent to an arrangement, 
according to which his successor might 
be. chosen during the lifetime of the 
present pontifer marimus.,.If this 
errangement had been effected, 
it is generally. supposed that.. Cardinal 
CAMILLO Dr Prerrat, the.descendant of one 
of the first families of Italy, weuld have 
‘Been the choicé of the conclave, although 
he is at present somewhat estranged from 
the Pope on account of his opinions in ro- 
gard tothe temporal power of the Holy 
See. He is known to be in favor of a 
frank acceptance of the facts, and his elec- 
tion would doubtless put a speedy end to 
all the difficulties between the Papal and 
the Italian Governments. 

But for this very reason such an arrane- 
ment is very obnoxious to Pius IX, 
who clings with all the obsti 
nacy of. old age to. his “Opinions 
and his hostility to what he calls ‘‘the 
Government of the King of Sardinia.”’ 
The only condition on which he will treat 
with the latter is the complete restoration 
of the state of affairs in Italy as they were 
in 1859, or at most, the restoration of the 
States of the Church to their former ex- 
tent. Every other compromise he rejects 
sternly as an insult to the dignity of the 
Holy Church and unworthy of himself. 

The idea is also greatly opposed by 
Cardinal ANTONELLI, and by the General of 
the Jesuits, who have almost an absolute in- 
fluence over the Holy Father. The Jesuits 
evidently do not expect many favors from 
the Italian Government, which has ai- 
ways persecuted the wily patres Jesu and 
confiscated their property in the rest of the 
kingdom. The Jesuits had all their real 
estate in Rome transferred to other hands 
on the occupation of that city bythe Ital- 
ian troops. The Jesuit General is most 
urgent in his appeals to the Pope to leave 
Rome and establish his headquarters in 
Corsica or Malta. This is also the course 
advised by ANTONELLI, who is fully aware 
of the fact that he is held in any- 
thing but favor at the §Ital- 
ian court, while he is _ certainly 
the most &nmpopular man in Italy. ‘These 
two, and their party, now almost almighty 
in the Papal councils, see. in a prolonga- 
tion of the stay in Rome, and a reconcilia- 
tion with Italy, the end of their power, 
and put all springs in motion to persuade 
the Pope to emigrate, and not listen to the 
more moderate party. 

Such advice is very grateful to the Holy 
Father, but nevertheless: he hates to leave 
Rome. He is undetermined whether to go 
or stay, and his state of mind was fitly 
characterized by a noted French states- 
man, who, when asked whither the Pope 
would prouvably go, answered: “If I 
knew it, I would traavel at once to Rome, 
and inform the Holy Father of the place 
of his destination.”
